The star-route operators plun- 
dered the Government to the ex- 
tent of several million dollars.

There is a loud demand in Eng- 
land for a second Suez canal, as the 
present one is rapidly proving in- 
adequate to the demands upon it, 
four-fifths of which are English. 
The delays caused by the crowd of 
vessels are now so great as to se- 
riously diminish the value of the 
eanal, which, of course, consists 
almost wholly in the time it saves. 
The capital fora new one could be 
procured without difficulty. M. de 
Lesseps and the French stock- 
holders protest against anything of 
the kind, onthe ground that their 
charter conveys a monopoly, and 
they maintain, therefore, that if a 
new canal is to be constructed their 
consent or their stock must be pur- 
chased.

The Star-Reute Rascals Congratu- 
late Themselves, and Have a 
Grand Sugaring-Of. 

WASHINGTON, June 15. 
There was a large gathering of 
triends of the star route defendants at 

Colonel Ingersoll’s house to-night. 

The acquitied men, their counsel and 

a large number of their more intimate 

friends met to exchange congratula- 

tions. Out in the street was a crowd 
numbering two or three hundred per- 
sons who’ had gathered partly out of 
curiosity and partly to express sym- 
pathy with the defendants. They 
cheered Ingersoll and other counsel 
as well as defendants and the jury, 
and called for speeches. Colonel Iu- 
gersoll and Judges Wilson and Car- 
penter spoke briefly, denouncing the 
Government for its taciics in the trial, 
and eulogizing the jury that acquitted 
defeudants, and congratulating the 
latter and their friends. The crowd 
in-doors and out was in full sympathy 
with the speakers. Inside the house 
the women waved their handker- 
chiefs and clapped their hands in ap- 
plause, and the crowd outside became 
hoarse in its enthusiasm. General 

Brady, J. W. Dorsey, Miner and Vaile 

mingled with groups in Col. Inger- 

soll's parlors and received the con- 

gratulations of their friends. Mrs. J. 
Dorsey, Mrs. Peck and half a 
zen other women, near relatives of 

defendants, moved about, chatting and 

laughing with acquaintances. All the 
men who have been prominent as 
sympathizers with defendants were 
present in the house. The crowd 
outside was made up of people whose 
faces were conspicuous in the court- 
room during the trial. At the con- 
clusion of speech-making Colonel 
Ingersoll Invited the crowd into the 
house, where liquid refreshments were 
served. Oneof those who came into 
the house was juror Evans. He §was 
seized by the hand by Mrs. Dorsey 
and Mrs. Peck, who, linking arms 
with him, enthusiastically escorted 
him through the parlors, presenting 
him to everyone as one of the twelve 
honest men. After an hour or 80 of 
hand-shaking the crowd dispersed. 

Colonel Ingersoll,when asked if he bad 

anything to say about the verdict, re- 

plied, “Victory is the only revenge I 

want. I think itis the most popular 

verdict that has been given in this 
country for many years. 


A Chain of Circumstantial rvi- 
dence Broken. 
CATLETTSBURG, Ky., June 14. 

The Sheriff has been ordered by the 
Judge to provide a guard sufficient to 
protect William Direly from the vio- 
lence of a mob, as rumors are current 
that he will be taken from jail and 
lynched.
